Apples in New England. 


At the recent combined shows of fruit, seeds, livestock and 


dairymen's products at Bang6r, Me., one day was given to the 
consideration of apples, which should be a more important 
crop in New England than they are. The display of fruit was 
said to have been the largest and best ever made m the state 
and there was an interesting discussion of the problems con- 
fronting apple crowers in this part of the country. 
, There can be no doubt that apple ..growing, in.New bngland. 
could be made very profitable if the subject were given proper 
attention and up-to-date methods were to be adopled. Ap- 
ples, of an indifferent quality may be grown"wilhou much 
care 'and to too great an extent that is the kind of apples that 
are produced \i\ New England. Some good fruit is raised, to 
be sure', but a great many of the apples raised on New hngland 
farms are very far from being up to the standard demanded in 
the best markets and have tp be sold for what they will bring, 
white on the' very same lands', and with but little more effort, 
(here could be produced apples which would command the 
highest prices in Ihe home and foreign markets. 


All'are aware thai the growing of high grade apples is con- 


ducted oh an extensive scale and-at good.profit in many parts 
of the West, and men who have (raveled through the sections 
where this is done are conlidcnt that the records made there 
could be equaled ;6r even excelled in (his par! of the country. 
They claim that there is ho better soilor climate for apples in 
the world than there is in New England, and that nothing but 
proper eft'orl and care are needed to bring this section ol the 
country into the front ranks in the production of this most 
valuable of all'fruits.

The western orcliadists have made a study of their business 


and have 'adopted1 the mosliapproved methods. They prune 
and spray with care aiKHeoye nothing undone to bring their 
fruit to perfection^ and before it is sent to market it is graded 
and put uti' in attractive packages, with the result that it brings 
prices which put to the blush such as are received by the care- 
less farmers of the East, loo many of whom regard their 
orchards as side issues and not worth the attention which 
would make them cdntribnfc'inuchmore generously than they 
do to the incomes of their owners,

Beyond question here is an opportunity for New hngland 


fanners which is not appreciated at its worth. 
Individuals 


here'and there are awake to' the situation and reaping good re- 
sults frpmjhcir.enlerprisc, but the average farmer gives scant 
alten'iion to his orchard and contents himself with an indif- 
ferent crop and-such prices as not over-particular buyers see 


There is a chance to do better, and do it at a profit. A good 


orchard occupies no more room than a lot of gnarled and 
unpruned trees, producing imperfect fruil which can have no 
standing in tliebesl markets.

Nature has made this part of the'country second to none for 


the production of apples of the right sorl. A little study and 
effort on the part of owners of natural tipple lands would be 
found highly profitable. This will probably be recognized m 
time, but'it ought to be recognized now much-inore generally 
than it is.
